Colonial Office to-day. 


Secretary for Colonies, and Sir 
Samuel Wilson, Permanent Under, 
Secretary for Colonies, were also 
present, 

. Mr. Amery, in welcoming the re- 
presentatives, referred to the 
diversity of problems and the ab- 
sence of structural or administra- 
tive-unily, Much might be done, he 
said, by more frequent consulta- 
tions, closer co-operation ‘nnd ex- 
change of knowledge and experi- 
ence, especially in scientific. .and 
technical work, 

: Most-of the delegates participat. 


ed in the general discussion and ex-,

He added that the sum mentioned 
for expenditure, £100,000,000, seem- 
ed too high and probably represent- 
ed the capital involved rather than 
the amount to be spent.

DIRECTION FINDING. 


-The usual weekly meetings of | 


members of the’ Mercantile 
Murine Service Association, held 
in Liverpool and at the branch 
offices had special interest by rea- 
son of the several important sub- 
jects affecting the profession that 
were discussed. : 

These included questions of pay 
and the general welfare of the 
service, The need for more gen- 
erous provision of navigational 
aids, such as wireless, direction 
finding stations, was specially em- 


phasised, comparisons being made |: 


between the go-ahead policy ‘of 
competitive maritime nations to 
the detriment of the country, it 
being felt that the delay by 
establishing stations was a blot 
on our supremacy afloat, 

At the Southampton meeting, 
attended by the general secretary, 
the subject of two-watch . ships 
excited animated ‘discussion, the 
offorts of the association to secure 


‘}reform being heartily endorsed 


by those present. 

Regarding wireless direction 
finding stations, further interest 
will be evinced by the reply of 
the President of the Board of 
Trade in the House of Com- 
mons when he. was asked the 
number of direction finding 
stations now in existence around 
the coast of the British Isles. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister 
stated:— © 

“There are four direction find- 
ing stations now in operation 
available to give bearings to 
ships. These are the Post Office 
stations at ‘Cullercoats, 
and the 
Admiralty Station at Lizard. The 
Post Office have in hand the fit- 
ting of certain other stations with: 
direction finding apparatus, and 
if the conditions prove on trial to 
be satisfactory these stations will 
to 
ships.” 


A NEW OCEAN “RECORD.” 

A record in British mercantile 
history was established when the 
Blue Star liner “Avila” sailed from 
London to South America. The 
line then had three “first-class” 
passenger ships at sea, each on her 
maiden voyage, all launched within 
a period of twelve weeks, and sail- 
ing on the new London to South 
America route, The first of the 
three Blue Star liners, the, “Al- 
meda,” was homeward bound from 
Buenos Ayres with a full comple- 
ment of passengers, and the second, 
the “Andalucia,” was nearing Rio 
de Janeiro on her outward trip.

PIRACY SEQUEL. 


STOLEN PIGS IN HONG 
KONG? 


Pigs which were said to have 
formed part of the booty of a 
piracy figured in a case heard at 
the Kowloon Magistracy. yesterday 
aftcrnoon before Mr. W. Schofield. 

Ejght Chinese were charged with 
receiving 40 pigs knowing them to 
have been stolen or unlawfully 
obtained outside the waters of the 
Colony on April 24, a 
. Mr. A. E. Hall proseeuted while 
the accused were represented by 
Mr, Hin Shing Lo, nis 

According to Mr. Hall, these 40 
pigs formed one of three consign- 
ments shipped in junks on April 19 
from Hoifung district to Hong 
Kong, The lot in question was the 
last to leave Hoifung, but all three 
Junks kept in touch with each 
other during the voyage, - On the 
following morning the second junk 
heard gun firing and on Investigat- 
ing saw that the third junk waa 
being attacked by pirates, The 
other two junks made. all possible 
speed: to, Hong Kong and reported 
the piracy., : . 

On April’2 a man employed by 
the Kwong On Yuen firm of Hong 
Kong, the conaignees of the Digs, 
was passing a shop {in Sapsamhong 
when he saw some pigs being Innd- 
ed. He counted 40 and saw that 
they were all taken into the third 
defendant’s premises. The man 
reported his diacovery and when 
his master went to investigate the 
third defendant was alleged to have 
offered to sell the pigs for $200. 
He was :unable, however, to give 
a satisfactory account as to where 
he got the pigs from. The police 
were informed and.the eight defen- 
dants were arrested, 4 

Coming to the. piracy, Mr, Hall 
said he had a witness, a passenger 
on the junk concerned, who would 
say that after its capture the 
pirates ordered the ateersman to 
make for Samshuipo where the pigs 
were transferred ‘to another boat. 
The junk then proceeded to a cer- 
tain {island where this passenger 
was marooned by the pirates.’ He 
found his way back to Hong Kong 
only with great difficulty. | Other 
witnesse®. were able ‘to identify 
some of the piga, *

Farther - particulars are now

The “On Lee” lowered two boats 
and searched the vicinity of the 
wreckage for survivors and finding 
no further signs of life came, back 
to Hong Kong at 10.80 pm, on the 
evening of the disaster. 

‘The “On Lee,” which anchored 
off Stonceutters, signalled for the’ 
police launch which came later.and 
took off the master of the sunken 
ship. The other passengers not -be-) 
ing tuken off, the’ On Lee’ com- 
«pleted her journey to Kongmoon 

. and returned to Hong Kong again 
last night with the survivors,” 
A “Mascot.” 

Among the survivors taken” by 
the “On Lee” was a three year old 
youngster wliom the Chief Officer 
of the “On Lee” jokingly. remark- 
ed to fn Press representative 
he wished to keep as .a 
“mascot” but, he added “the little

The “Moonshine” did not, * it ts 
understood, transfer any survivors 
to the “On Lee.” 

The six Indian survivors were 
transferred to the. sis.

The “Kwong Fook Cheong”  re- 
‘ports that she arrived on the scene 
. at'740 pm. when the “Leung 

Kwong" was sinking fast. She 
lowered one boat and picked up 
nineteen passengers from the water. 

In addition to the nineteen Chi- 
nese passengers ‘picked up, the 
“Kwong Fook Cheong” also picked 
up three quartermasters from the 
“Leung Kwong,” making a total of 
twenty-two survivors In all picked 
up by this vessel. 

Thought It Was Plracy.. 

The impression the “Kwong, Fook 
Cheong” was under at the time was 
that there had been a piracy. No 
signals were sent out by the “Leung 
Kwong" atid there was no light 
burning on board. The “Kwong 
Fook Cheong” noticed the “Moon- 
shine” standing by and a few min-~ 

. btes later they saw the “Leung 
Kwong” go under head first. The 
“On Lee” transferred six Indian 
guards to the “Kwong Fook 
Cheong” at Kengmoon. 

The estimate of eighty passen- 
~ gers drowned may be exceeded. 

Enquiry To Be Held. 

‘An enquiry into the circum- 
stances of the collision will be held 
at the Marine Court in due course. 
The, survivors, it is reported, have 
scattered and, it would be difficult 
to get them to testify at the’ in- 
quiry. Both parties are doing all 
they can to locate as many passen- 
gers as they can to give evidence.

EXPLORERS’ “Joys” 


‘CREEPING AND CRAWLING 
; THINGS. 


AN ARMY OF CRABS, 


"In a series of articles which he |: 
has' written for the “Morning Post" 
und “The Scotsman,” Dr. Gann, the 
distinguished archacologist and ex- 
plorer, deseribes his adventures and 
discoveries in the still unsurveyed 
regions of Central America. . 

Dr. Gann is able to announce the 
discovery of the ruins of what is 
probably the first Christian church 
erected in the New World, a sacred 
island of the Mayas, and an enor- 
mous mass of ruined pyramids and 
temples, some of them nearly 200 
fect. high, and showing characteris- 
tics hitherto unknown to archacolo- 
gists. 

Describing a trip which’ he made 
to Honey Cump, situated on a fresh 
water Jagoon in the north.of Bri- 
tish Honduras, Dr. Gann says:— 

My little tent was pitched upon 
a’ harrow bench covered by shells 
of various shapes and colours, TI 
went to sleep saon after sundown, 
and awakened about midnight to 
find a cold “norte” blowing. |The 
tent was filled with a faint earthly, 
ammoniacal oddur, of which I had 
noticed traces when walking 
through the acrub, and curious 
rustling and clicking noises came 
from the ground, 

T reached behind my pillow. for 
the electric torch, pulled back the 
mosquito curtains, and switched 
the light on the floor. It was cover- 
ed with enormous greyish-green 


‘land crabs, which were crowded so 


closely together that there was not 
standing room for all of them. | 

They were climbing over each 
other, their claws and shells mak- 
ing the strange sounds I had heard, 
while their bodies exhaled a dis- 
gusting edour. 

T could not reach my boots, so, 
aitting on the cot, I kept killing all 
that came within rench or my 
machete till I was eurrounded by 
n seething mass of filthy’ crabs. 
The survivors at Inst retired slowly 
—it may be because their hunger 
was anpensed, I was glad to leave 
Cayo Tostado at dawn. : 

Ascending the Rio Nueva in the 
Bookaie, we reached Orange Walk, 
the last outpost of civilisation in 
the north of British Honduras, and 
from thence took horse and mules 
to the newly established camp. 

When clearing a patch of reeds 
for my tent I disturbed a harmless 
thunder-und-lightning snake, and I 
ensually asked the manager if there 
were many snakes about. ' He 
snid:—“Well, riot many. ‘But there 
{kX something about this bit of bush 
that seems to attract. all the toma- 
goffs in Centra] America.” * 

Just before I,arrived a labourer 
was bitten by a tomagoff or yellow- 
jaw that had been lying In a hollow 
Jog. ‘and he rushed back to camp 
and-was doped with whisky. pend- 
ing the'‘arrivai of the native puke 
doctor,’ “‘

medicine, and on killing it the 
labourers found that: it was .a 
large female with young.

. Geneva, May 10. 

The Russian language was heard 
for the first time at League meet- 
ings when M. Lepse, President of 
the: Soviet Metal Workers’ Union, 
mnile n- lengthy speech on in- 
dustry to the committee of the In- 
ternational Economic Conference;

A RESTAURANT'S TROUBLES. 


Mok. Ping, a partner ot the World 
Restaurant, of Nos, 224-228 Deg 
Vpeux Road Central, was summon- 
ed by. Sub-Inspector Shaitain of the 
S.C.A., before Mr. R. E. Lindsell: 
this morning with selling {ntoxi- 
cants on the premises without a 
licence, ; 

Mr. D. McCallum, who appeared 
for the defence, sald he had no 
option but to plead “guilty” to a 
technical offence, but asked the 
Magistrate to rend certain corres-

UNSOLVED CRIMES. 
THE MASTER MIND: BEHIND 
ROBBERIES. 


Recent reports of fresh clues in 
the mystery surrounding the 
murder of Mr. E. A. Creed, the 
provision shop manager, of Bays- 
water, W,, on July 28, emphasises 
the fact that Scotland Yard never 
entirely’ abandons an investiga- 
tion, 

There are davavél other crimes, 
weeks .old, awaiting solution. 
There is the burglary at Harrods’ 
stores, on December 29, when pro- 
perty to the value of about 
£10,000 was stolen. At least 
three thieves were engaged, and 
they were geen by a policeman to 
drive away. 

Then there are the recent raids 
on post offices and mail vans. In 
one or: two instances the thieves 
have been brought to juatice, but 
the man or men who stand in the 
background and plan these. rob- 
beries have not been caught. It is 
thought that there is a master 
mind which directs post office rob- 
beries, 

Efforts are being made to dis- 
cover the organisers of the gang 
which has successfully, brought 
off safe robberies recently. The 
thieves must have been well pro- 
vided with money, for the ap- 
pliances which have been left be- 
hind are of costly manufacture.

' ‘JOHN WALKER AND HIS 


MATCHES. 


On Saturday, April 7, 1827, 
John Walker, a. chemist and 
druggist, carrying on business at 
69, High Street, Stockton-on- 
Tees. sold a box of lucifer matches 
to Mr. John Hixon. This is the 
first recorded sale of . matches, 
and, despite rival claims, has 
established beyond all doubt John 
Walker's right to be regarded as 
the inventor of the lucifer match. 
The phosphorus - niatch. was- not 
invented until 1834, seven years 
later. A contemporary of Walker 
has recorded ‘that though fre- 
quently pressed by his friends to 
take out a patent, he always de- 
clined, saying it was not worth 
while doing so, “considering the 
simple and trifling nature of the 
article.” 

According to an ‘account of: 
Walker's discovery, and published 
in 1852. ina local newspaper, 
seven years before his death, 
“Mr. Walker was preparing some 
lighting mixture for his own use, 
when a match, after being dip- 
ped in the lighting preparation, 
took fire by accidental friction on 
the hearth. This awas the first 
friction’ match, and the hint was 
not lost. He commenced. making 
friction matches, selling with 
each box a piece of doubled sand- 
paper-to set them in flame by 
pressure the thumb and a sharp
